The proposed limitations of claim 13 reciting 11 separate multiplayer headbox and 
normal headbox" and "wherein a speed... 1000 meters per minute" raise new issues 
that require further consideration and search. Additionally, the proposed limitation at 
line 6 of claim 16 reciting "combined with the face of the web formed by another web 
former unit " and "adding admixtures to at... between the faces" raises new issues that 
require further consideration and search. Previously filed claims did not require for a 
"separate", "another web former units" and/or "adding admixtures to at... between the 
faces" as now proposed by Applicant. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 3/31/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the Huovila and Turner references 
individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually 
where the rejections are based on combinations of references as argued in pages 8-10. 
See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 
F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

In response to applicant's argument directed towards claims 8-12 that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the present invention relates to application of 
layer admixture on the web former unit of a board machine in which two or more webs 
are formed by means of separate web former units ) are not recited in the rejected claim 
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8. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In response to applicant's argument that "the office actioin does state that it 
would be obvious to combine Turner et al with Huovila et al to attain feeding additives to 
a specific layer of a web and which additives are choosen so that they are able to 
increase the bond strength between the different plies of the multi-ply web as in the 
claimed invention", the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which 
would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for 
patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 
227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985).
